SAIGON (AP) — Spearheaded by tanks, 
a North Vietnamese div ision smashed the 
northern defenses of a key prov incial 
capital city in the central highlands today 
and drov e South Vietnamese forces as far 
back as 15 miles. New air and sea battles 
erupted deep inside North Vietnam, in the 
Gulf of Tonkin and the Gulf of Siam. 
Not since the opening day of the current 
North 
Vietnamese 
offensiv e, 
when 
thousands of enemy troops stormed across 
the demilitarized zone to attack Quang Tri 
Prov ince, hav e the North Vietnamese 
made such adv ances. 
The highlands defense line of Tan Canh 
and Dak To 25 miles north of the capital, 
Kontum City , crumbled under the enemy 
onslaught and a new line was being formed 
10 miles north of the capital. Kontum City 


is said to be the ultimate objectiv e in the 26 - 
day -old North Vietnamese offensiv e. 
A radio message was sent out to the 
scattered 
and 
badly 
battered 
South 
Vietnamese 22nd Infantry Div ision, which 
had its forward command post at Tan Canh 
and a regimental command post at Dak 
To. to pull back to a new defensiv e line at 
Vo Dinh on Highway 14. This is about 15 
miles south of Tan Canh and about 10 miles 
north of Kontum. Other lesser bases and 
towns crumbled in the path of the North 
Vietnamese onslaught. 
In the air war, the U.S. Command said, 
about 10 surface-to-air missiles were fired 
at B5 2 strategic bombers raiding North 
Vietnam. One of the bombers sustained 
what the command termed “ minor battle 
damage.” 


A U.S. helicopter was shot down near 
Dak To, north of Kontum, and the four 
crewmen were killed. It was the 22nd 
American 
helicopter 
lost 
since 
the 
offensiv e began, the U.S. Command said. 
Sev enteen planes also hav e been lost, and 
total air crew casualties are 25 Americans 
killed, eight wounded and 3 5 missing, the 
command said. 
The United States sent its big B5 2 
bombers to within 80 miles of Hanoi to 
attack supply depots, railroads, highway s 
and marshalling y ards at the big coastal 
city of Thanh Hoa. 
For the first time in the war, one of the 
giant bombers was reported hit ov er the 
North, by fragments from a surface-to-air 
missile, but it returned safely to Da Nang 
with 3 0 holes in its fuselage and a ruptured 


fuel tank. There were no casualties among 
the six crewmen. 
Another American plane, an Air Force 
F4 Phantom fighter-bomber, was shot 
down near Dong Hoi, 4 5 miles abov e the 
demilitarized zone, and the two crewmen 
were pulled from the Tonkin Gulf by a 
Nav y helicopter. 
Nine Americans were wounded and 
three buildings were damaged by a 13- 
round rocket barrage against the Da Nang 
Air Base, the biggest in South Vietnam 
from which raids are flown against North 
Vietnam. 
The North Vietnamese attack in the 
highlands dev eloped shortly after midnight 
when the tank column rolled down High­ 
way 14, which connects Pleiku, Kontum, 
Dak To and Tan Canh.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Apollo 16 ’s ex plorers fire out of lunar orbit 
tonight to start the long journey home with 
a treasure ship of rocks that scientists 
believ e will prov e the moon long ago was 
wracked by v olcanoes. 
The major finds came Sunday , on the 
third moon driv e that almost was canceled 
because 
Mission 
Control 
felt 
the 
astronauts might be tired and pressed for 
time as a result of their late landing 
Thursday night. 
They return with 245 pounds of materials 
which represent perhaps the oldest and 
most significant samples y et collected on 
the lunar surface. Locked inside are secrets 
of how the moon was born more than four 
billion y ears ago. 
Geologists ant certain that J ohn W. 
Young, Charles M. Duke J r. and Thomas 
K. Mattingly got ev ery thing they sought 
during man’s fifth moon landing mission, 
primarily the v olcanic ev idence. 
The astronauts trigger the command ship 
Casper’s big engine at 9 :16 p.m. tonight to 
begin the 6 6 -hour, 24 0,000-mile v oy age 
back to earth. Splashdown is scheduled 
Thursday in the Pacific Ocean. 
The three astronauts were reunited 
Sunday night after Young and Duke blasted 
off the moon in the cabin section of the 
lunar ship Orion and skillfully maneuv ered 
it to a linkup two hours later with 
Mattingly in Casper. 
“ What a ride! What a ride!” Duke 
shouted as Orion blasted away from the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 
Court today stepped out of a suit by 18 
states against big auto manufacturers and 
concluded that nationwide pollution cases 
are best handled by lower courts. 
The immediate effect of the unanimous 
decision is to slow a driv e by the states to 
force the manufacturers to install anti- 
pollution equipment in all 85 to 100 million 
autos built by them between 19 5 3 and 19 6 9 . 


J ustice 
William 
0. 
Douglas, 
who 
generally takes the lekd in urging the court 
to ex pand its docket, deliv ered the ruling 
say ing that while the 18 states hav e the 
Constitution on their side, their suit, for 
practical reasons, belongs before lower 
courts. 


The suit charges General Motors, Ford, 
Chry sler 
and 
American 
Motors with 
conspiring to delay the dev elopment and in­ 
troduction of antismog dev ices. The states 
said they began their suit in the high court 
because if they had begun at the lowest 
lev el of the judiciary sy stem it might take 
10 y ears to reach a final settlement. 


Douglas did not comment directly on this 
point, although he said in a footnote that a 
similar suit already is under way in a U.S. 
district court in California.

Fund-rais­ 
ing activities bring in $25 mil­ 
lion a year, more than four 
times what is spent caring for 
tlk* residents, the weekly news­ 
paper says 


The article says that Boys 
Town had debt-free wealth of 
$191.4 million in its 1970 report, 
while its U.S. census li.sted i)93 
men. women and children in 
the city on the western edge of 
Omaha The figures would pro­ 
vide an average wealth of more 
than $191.000 per person, the 
newspaper says 


The institution, with its 1 ..‘100- 
acre campus, floundered finan­ 
cially. the article said, through 
most of the 30 years it was 
headed by the late Msgr H J 
Flanagan, its founder in 1917 
But by his death in 194«. money 
had begun to come in and Fa­ 
ther Flanagan had it pledged to 
pay off a major plant ex­ 
pansion. 
Msgr. Nicholas H 
Wegner. 


who has headed Boys Town 
since 1948. has concentrated on 
fund raising, with the result. 
tlR' newspaper said, that Boys 
Town is bringii^ in millions, 
while there is no plan for 
spending the money. 


In addition to donations, the 
newspaper said. Boys Town re­ 
ceives public funds from at 
least three state and two feder­ 
al programs, amounting to per­ 
haps $290.000 a year. 


The newspaper said the in­ 
come from Boys Town’s $162- 
million 
investment 
portfolio 
brings in more tlian enough 
each year to meet the cost of 
opt'rating the home, including 
tlie school, counseling services 
and all related activities. 


Homan Catholic Archbishop 
Daniel E Sheehan of Omaha, 
whose clerical office makes 
him the chief officer of the in­ 
stitution, said that the fund 
raising continues because “ we 
are not sure what the cost will 
be in operating an institutional 
typt‘ of home in the future,” the 
Sun reported 


rhe newspaper said it drew 
much of its financial informa­ 
tion from a statement the non­ 
profit corporation must file 
with the Internal Revenue Serv­

Although he has been the 
longest declared candidate in 
the race for President, only now 
are 
the 
American 
people 
beginning to make up their 
minds 
about 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern of South Dakota. 
Their impressions of McGovern 
are more positive than negative, 
but large numbers of voters, as 
many as four or five out of 
every ten, have not yet focused 
attention on him. 


On the positive side, two 
qualities 
have 
come 
to 
dominate public thinking about 
McGovern: 


— 
By 
51-9 per cent, a 
majority of Americans 18 years 
of age and over agree with the 
statement that M^ overn “ has 
the courage to say what he 
thinks, even if it is unpopular.” 
Amor^ young persons under 30, 
this admiration rises to 55 per 
cent. 
Among 
the 
better 
informed, more affluent college- 
educated group it increases to 
61 per cent. Still, on an overall 
basis, a full 40 per cent of the 
public is not yet able to answer 
such 
a 
question 
regarding 
McGovern one way or the 
other. 
— By 41-19 per cent, a cross 
section of voters believe that 
the 
South 
Dakota 
Senator 
“ deserves a lot of credit for 
being against the Vietnam war 
before others were.” Within the 
electorate, 
this 
sentiment 
increases among the young, the 
college 
educated, 
and 
independent voters. With the 
war now intensified in Vietnam, 
this issue, on which McGovern 
staked 
so 
much, 
has 
now 
returned as a front-and-center 
concern of large numbers of 
people and it is likely to help his 
candidacy at the polls. 
Based on the roughly one-half 
of the electorate who currently 
have a firm picture of Sen. 
McGovern, it is apparent that if 
he is to make his long way to 
winning 
the 
Dem ocratic 
nomination, it will probably be 
on the basis of his stands on 
issues 
rather 
than 
his 
personality. Lately, he has been 
broadening his attention, for 
example, 
to 
the 
economic 
dissatisfactions of blue-collar 
workers. A larger than usual 
cross 
section 
of 
2,973 
households, 
interview ed 
between April 1 and 7, yielded 
these results in tests of the 
impact 
of 
the 
McGovern 
personality: 
— By a 27-26 per cent count, 
only a slim plurality of the 
public agrees that McGovern 
“ has 
a 
sincere, 
appealing 
personality.” Even among the 
young, the Senator’s personality 


registers positively by only 31-22 
per cent. Among the key college 
educated, 
the 
Senator’s 
personal appeal comes across 
negatively. 38-32 per cent. 
Turning the question around, 
another slim plurality. 28-26 per 
cent, concedes that McGovern 
“ has 
a 
flat, 
uninteresting 
personality.” 
Young 
people 
take 
exception 
to 
such 
a 
statement by only 33-24 per 
cent. The important college- 
educated group agrees that 
McGovern 
lacks 
personal 
excitement by 34-33 per cent 
Paradoxically, 
the 
rather 
bland McGovern personality 
impact enables him to take 
more categorical positions with 
a certain amount of immunity. 
He can stake out positions 
which might cause a more 
charismatic figure real trouble 
and they will not seem as 
extreme, because he appears so 
unthreatening. 
One of McGovern’s problems 
has been that the rate of “ don’t 
know’s” in his case sometimes 
runs two or three times higher 
than those for his principal 
rivals 
for 
the 
nomination. 
Humphrey and Muskie. But as 
he takes his stands to the 
people, he is becoming known 
as the left-of-center candidate. 
This 
point 
emerged 
when 
McGovern’s position on the 
p o litical 
spectrum 
was 
examined. 


By 29-20 per cent, the public 
feels that the Senator has "too 
extreme, liberal views.” Nearly 
every group in the electorate 
tends to feel this way exc'ept 
young people, who disagree by 
33-26 per* cent 
The college 
educated tend to be critical of 
McGovern for being overly 
liberal by a lesser 38-31 per cent 
margin. Labor union members, 
on the other hand, are more 
concerned than the general 
pubUc that McGovern is an 
‘extremist.” by 34-21 percent. 
In surveys where McGovern 
has 
been 
pitted 
against 
President 
Nixon among 
all 
voters, 
the 
South 
Dakota 
Senator has fared poorly to 


date. On a “laundry list” of all 
prospective Dem ocratic 
candidates, he also finishes far 
behind at this time. Part of the 
reason for this is that 40 to 50 
per cent of the voters simply 
have 
not 
yet 
formed 
any 
definite impression of him. and 
these come from the same 
groups least likely to turn out 
for primaries. 
Yet with Vietnam once more 
heating up, McGovern cannot 
be taken lightly. The traditional 
challenge 
for 
the 
“out ” 
candidate is to make the issues 
against 
the 
incumbent. 
In 
McGovern’s case, the issue 
may, in the end. make the 
carüdidate.

Rollbacks Announced By Commission 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Pric*e Commission will order 
hu ndreds of millions of dollars 
in price rollbacks and cu stomer 
refu nds in the nex t few weeks, 
its chairman annou nced today . 
Chairman C. Jackson Gray ­ 
son Jr. said the reason is that 
the commission's limit on profit 
margins in beginning to take 
hold as a second Une of defense 
against inflation. 
Gray son, speaking of the 
matter pu bUcly for the first 
time in remarks for the annu al 
meeting 
of The Associated 
Press, said he hopes the an­ 
nou ncement will help rally pu b- 
Uc opinion behind controls. 
Tn a v ery few words I wou ld 
Uke to inform y ou that begin­ 
ning late last week, the Price 


Commission 
inau gu rated 
a 
series of major actions which 
wiU resu lt in hu ndreds of mil- 
Uons of dollars of price redu c­ 
tions, which will roll back cu r­ 
rent prices of some of the cou n­ 
try ’s largest companies to their 
base-period lev els.” 
Meanwhile, Donald Ru msfeld, 
director of the Cost of Liv ing 
Cou ncil, told au tomobile manu ­ 
factu rers not to ex pect approv ­ 
al of large price increases. 
In a speech prepared for the 
Economic Clu b of Detroit, 
Ru msfeld said steel companies’ 
hoW-the-price-Une pledge ‘‘is a 
significant step in the effort to 
r^u ce inflation, a step which 
shou ld be reflected in the 
prices of 1973 model cars ... 
Gray son ex plained that the 


roUbacks and cu stomer refu nds 
wiU resu lt from orders based 
on a Commission ru Ung that 
has attracted Uttle pu blic no­ 
tice. 
This ru le, in addition to the 
commission’s basic dictate that 
any price hikes mu st be ju sti­ 
fied by cost increases, say s 
that price increases cannot be 
so large as to raise the profit 
portion of each sales dollar 
abov e the av erage for the best 
two of the past three y ears. 
Gray son said now that large 
companies—those with more 
than $5 0 million in y early 
sales—are beginning to file re­ 
qu ired qu arterly reports, this 
profit-margin ru le is starting to 
hav e effect. 
Recently , the Price Commis- 


sion ordered two firms to roll 
back prices becau se of inflated 
profits. Gray son has said that 
based on first reports, perhaps 
10 per cent of America’s large 
bu sinesses wou ld be requ ired to 
roll back prices for this reason. 
His annou ncement today that 
the rollbacks wou ld amou nt to 
hu ndreds of millions was his 
first su ch statement. 


He noted that in past months 
the commission has been ac­ 
cu sed by its critics of being in­ 
effectiv e or pro-bu siness. 


“As what I’v e ou tlined here 
today may indicate, we are not 
pro-bu siness,” he said. ‘‘Nor 
are we antibu siness, either. 
We’re simply , and implacably , 
anti-inflation.”

Thailand's Army Big Disappointment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite y ears of U.S. aid and ad­ 
v ice, Thailand’s army has dis­ 
appointed American military 
officials by its performance in 
a major test against Commu ­ 
nist 4^ insu rgents. 
An analy sis of an operation 
by 12,000 Thai troops against an 
estimated BOO rebels in north- 
central Thailand conclu ded that 
gov ernment forces ex hibited 
lack of aggressiv eness and poor 
tniifiiig. 
In addition. Thai command­ 
ers were criticized for u sing 
their troops in big, u nwieldy 
formations and for inadequ ate 
u se of combat intelligence. 
As a resu lt, Thai military 
leaders were said to hav e de­ 
cided that new tactics and 
methods will hav e to be dev el­ 
oped. 
Thailand long has been re­ 
garded by U.S. defense officials 
as important to the anti-Com- 
mu nist position in Sou theast 
Asia. 


It has become more impor­ 
tant to U.S. strategy in recent 
y ears becau se most of the Air 
Force B5 2 bombers and fight- 
ers-bombers flown against the 
enemy in North and Sou th Viet­ 
nam, Laos and Cambodia oper­ 
ate from bases in Thailand. 
Most of the 34,000 American 
military men in Thailand are 
inv olv ^ in the air war. 
In the past fiv e y ears, the 
United States has prov ided 
abou t $5 00 million in military 
aid to improv e and modernize 
the Thai armed forces. Abou t 
5 25 U.S. adv isers and trainers, 
inclu ding Green Berets, are 
working with the Thai forces. 
The American adv isers are 
u nder orders to stay ou t of any 
fighting between Thai u nits and 
insu rgents inside Thailand, U.S. 
officials say . 
Starting in late Janu ary , the 
Thai command sent an army 
div ision, fiv e artillery battal­ 
ions and warplanes against in- 


Conservative Hint 
Threatens Brandt 


BONN (AP) - Battered by 
two political setbacks. Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt’s ru le was 
threatened 
today 
by

serv ativ es who hint^ they 
might let his treaties with Mos­ 
cow and Warsaw go throu gh 
while hitting Brandt on domes­ 
tic issu es. 
Brandt, leader of the Social 
Democrats, lost an important 
state election Su nday and the 
same night a gov ernment su p­ 
porter in Parliament defected 
.to the Christian Democrats. 
This redu ced Brandt’s strength 
in the lower hou se, the Bu n­ 
destag. to 249 Socialists and 
members (d the small Free 
Democratic party , the nu n- 
imu m needed by his coalition 
gov ernment to stay in power. 
Bu t the opposition Christian 
Democrats, winner of the elec­ 
tion in Baden-Wu erttemberg. 
hinted at a change in UcUcs 
that cou ld sav e Brandt’s policy 
of Elast-West relax ation while 
hitUng the gov ernment on do­ 
mestic issu es. 
The Baden-Wu erttemberg win 
continu ed the Christian Demo­ 
crats’ control of the u pper 
hou se of the federal parlia­ 
ment. the Bu ndesrat. in which 
the states are r^resented. The 
conserv ativ es indicated 
they 
might not u se this adv antage to 
hinder passage of Brandt’s 
treaties with the Sov iet Union 
and Poland if they su rv iv e a 
ratification v ote May 4 in the 
Bu ndestag. 
The treaties confirm German 
territorial losses in World War 
II. 
Thu conserv ativ es argu e 
that Brandt, a Social Demo­ 
crat. receiv ed too little in re­ 
tu rn for this from Moscow and 
Warsaw. 
The defecting lawmaker was 
Wilhelm Helms, who resigned 


from 
the 
Free Democrats 
Howev er, he left open the possi­ 
bility he wou ld v ote for the 
treaties while siding with the 
opposition on internal issu es. 
In the Baden-Wu erttemberg 
election. Brandt’s Social Demo­ 
crats raised their percentage of 
the total v ote from 29 per cent 
in 1968 local elections to 37.5 
per cent.

PARIS (AP) — Frenchmen 
v oting in a politically -freighted 
referendu m Su nday welcomed 
Britain into the Common Mar­ 
ket, bu t the redu ced tu rnou t 
raised opposition hopes of cu t­ 
ting sharply into the Gau llist 
majority in the National As­ 
sembly elections nex t y ear. 
Interior Minister Ray mond 
Marcellin annou nced that 39.64 
per cent of the 29,312,637 regis­ 
tered v oters stay ed away from 
the polls Su nday , 36.17 per cent 
fav ored the enlargement of the 
West Eu ropean trade bloc, 17.12 
per cent v oted no, and 7.07 per 
cent cast blank ballots. 


The y es-no v ote was 10,601,- 
645 to 5 .020.68 3. 


By comparison, abstentions 
on the referenda in which for­ 
mer French President Charles 
de Gau lle once appealed to the 
v oters ran abou t 20 per cent. 


The pro-Market Socialists, 
who had called for abstention 
as a repu diation of President 
Georges Pompidou , and the 
Commu nists, who adv ocated a 
no v ote, were ju bilant ov er the 
ou tcome. 


Officially , the referendu m 
asked approv al of the treaty 
admitting Britain, Ireland, Nor­ 
way and Denmark into the Eu ­ 
ropean Economic Commu nity , 
now made u p of France, West 
Germany , Italy , Belgiu m, Hol­ 
land and Lu x embou rg. 


There was no endangering 
opposition to British member- 
sldp in the market. Bu t Ponn- 
pidou , in two radio-telev ision 
addresses, claimed he needed 
ov erwhelming endorsement of 
the treaty to strengthen his 
hand in fu tu re negotiations to 
widen the trade bloc’s oper­ 
ations into political and mone­ 
tary fields. 


The president’s opponents 
charged he was try ing to bu ild 
u p his image, not for pu rposes 
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of negotiating abroad bu t to 
strengthen his position at home.

Pompidou 
failed 
to 
arou se enthu siasm among the 
v oters, who are traditionally 
apathetic toward foreign policy 
qu estions.

a shortage of moisture, any 


spring pasturing may cut y ields 
somewhat. 
On the other hand, if early 
v igorous 
growth 
is 
made, 
pasturing as late as May 1st may 
not reduce y ields significantly . 
Such late pasturing may be 
justified where pastures are 
backward and hay supplies are 
low. 
Reco g nize Termites 
Reproductiv e adult termites 
hav e y ellow-brown to black 
bodies and two pair of long, 
whitish, opaq ue wings of eq ual 
size. 
They differ from the 
reproductiv e forms of true ants 
which 
hav e 
two 
pair 
of 
transparent wings of eq ual size. 
Termites hav e thick waistlines. 
In contrast, ants, which are 
often mistaken for termites, 
hav e thin waistlines. 
Large 
number 
of 
winged 
reproductiv e termites emeiging 
or swarming from the soil or 
wood 
may 
be 
the 
first 
indication of the presence of a 
termite colony . The presence of 
their discard^ wings often are 
found on the floor beneath 
doors 
or 
windows 
where 
termites hav e emerged within a 
building and hav e been unable 
to escape. They are attracted by 
strong light and they gather 
about windows or doors. Pairs 
of these reproductiv e termites 
try to return to the soil to find a 
suitable location for starting a 
new colony . 
If y ou should suddenly find 
termites in y our home, do not 
become 
alarmed 
and 
think 
tr e a tm e nt 
is 
ne c e ssa ry 
tomorrow. Select a reputable 
ex terminator or look y ourself to 
determine the ex tent of damage 
and locations of the colony . 
Take y our time — don’t panic. 
You 
may pick up a good 
bulletin on the prev ention aiKl 
control of termites in buildi^s 
at the Univ ersity Ex tension 
Center, 5th and Lamine. 
Yo ur Time 
You might be worth $25 an 
hour today . Or may be only 90 
cents. Possibly nothing. The 
v alue of time depends on what 
it earns and whether it is being 
used 
in 
its 
highest 
pay ing 
alternativ e. If y ou are planting 
corn, y ou may be earning that 
$25 per hour. 
If y ou are repairing y our 
planter on a day when y ou 
should be planting, y ou may be 
earning only the $4 an hour a 
mechanic might earn. And the 
$21 difference is a loss. On tl^ 
other hand — if y ou repaired 
the planter on a diay when y ou 
couldn’t farm, and when y ou 
had no other chores, y ou raised 
the v alue of y our labor from 
nothing to $4 per hour. 


Doii^ the right 
at the 
right time with the right labor 
and eq uipment tends to make 
sense. And it pay s well. If y ou 
plan y our work — schedule it 
carefully — to use ev ery day as 
productiv ely as possible, y ou 
will find y our farm income 
increases.

Argentina Example 


For Frice Complaints 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
U.S. consumers are tempted to 
complain 
about 
retail 
beef 
prices, 
they 
might consider 
what has happened in Argen­ 
tina, traditionally one of the 
world’s biggest beef eaters. 


In 197 1, the Agriculture De­ 
partment said today , beef pro­ 
duction in Argentina slumped 
to 4.5 billion pounds, a 21 per 
cent reduction from the pre­ 
v ious y ear. 
The cutback, partly as result 
of heav y slaughter of steers 
and heifers in 1969 and early 
197 0, brought meat rationing in 
the form of a ban on retail b ^ f 
sales during alternate weeks at 
one point last y ear 
Per 
capita 
beef 
eating 
dropped to 146 pounds for Ar­ 
gentine consumers last y ear, 
down from 185 the y ear before. 
On a comparable basis, the 
United States produced 21.7 bil­ 
lion pounds of beef last y ear for 
a per capita consumption of 
around 113 pounds. 
If the same kind of slump 
had occurred in the United 
States—a one-fifth drop from 
19 7 0—Americans would hav e 
had only 9 0 pounds of beef 
a pi e c e 
last 
y ear 
Those 
weights, incidentally , are based 
on wholesale carcass eq uiv a­ 
lents, not the actual amount of 
beef sold at retail. 
As a result of the shortage, 
the Foreign Agricultural Serv ­ 
ice said in a weekly report. Ar­ 
gentine cattle producers hav e 
been getting some of the high­ 
est prices on record in that 
country 
By la.st January , the report 
said, the cattlemen were get­ 
ting about $19 ,10 per 100 pounds 
of liv e weight of animal. More 
recently , the price has lev eled 
off to about $17 , the report said. 
But two y ears ago the av erage 
was $9.50 per hundredweight, a 
ty pical price for liv e cattle in 
Argentina for .some y ears. 


Cattle 
producers 
in 
the 
United States hav e had some 
indirect benefit from the Argen­ 
tine shortage, if y ou read be­ 
tween the lines in the FAS re­ 
port. 
"Most processed beef items 
from the Argentine are shipped 
to the United States," the re­ 
port said. "Traditionally , ov er 
40 per cent of Argentina's can­ 
ned corn beef and 8 0 per cent 
of its cooked frozen beef hav e 
been ex ported to the United 
States.” 


In 197 1, the report said, U.S. 
imports of canned corn beef to­ 
taled 27 .3 million pounds, off 53 
per cent from 197 0. Imports of 
frozen cooked beef were 42.4 
million pounds, down 26 per 
cent. 


The United States does not 
import chilled or frozen un­ 
cooked beef from Argentina or 
any where in South America be­ 
cause foot-and-mouth disease 
has not been eliminated from 
those areas, the report said.

Roses continue to be one of 
the 
most 
popular 
garden 
flowers. An early start in caring 
for them is essential for a 
season of abundant bloom. 
Few insects or diseases are a 
serious 
problem 
on 
roses. 
Generally , the most harmful is 
blackspot, an easily recognized 
fungus disease. 
Its name describes it well. 
Usually the lower leav es are 
first to dev elop black spots, 
about the size of a common nail 
head. If sev eral spots occur on a 
leaflet it y ellows and drops. 
The disease progresses during 
the summer until the plant loses 
most of its leav es. Defoliation 
weakens the plant, making it 
more easily damaged during the 
w inter 
or 
under 
oth e r 
u nfa v ora b le 
c onditions . 
Blackspot is especially bad in 
wet seasons. 
Sev eral steps are necessa^ 
for good control. They begin 
with cleanliness. 
The disease is carried ov er 
from y ear to y ear on fallen 
leav es and on the canes of the 
plants. Elimination of all fallen 
rose leav es, and pruning to 
remov e cankers on the canes 
will reduce 
the sources 
of 
infection and slow its spread. 
The disease infects the leav es 
when they are wet. Therefore, 
av oid 
wetting 
leav es 
when 
watering plants. Also, do not 
water late in the afternoon or 
ev ening. 
W ater 
does 
not 
ev aporate rapidly then and will 


stand on the leav es for long 
periods. Locate roses where 
they get early morning sun so 
dew will dry off the leav es as 
soon as possible. 
A regular spray program with 
a 
g o^ 
fungicide 
is 
also 
necessary 
to 
eliminate 
the 
problem. Phaltan. zineb. or 
captan 
hav e been used , for 
control. Weekly applications, 
b^inning early in the growing 
season, hav e been necessary . 
A new fungicide, benomy l, 
has giv en ex cellent results in 
controlling 
this 
disease. 
Application 
is 
needed 
only 
ev ery 10 to 14 day s. Benomy l is 
well worth try ing. 
Most 
modern 
roses 
are 
selected for disease resistance 
as well as growth and flower 
form. The All-America Rose 
S elections, 
a 
non-profit 
organization, tests new v arieties 
at 23 locations throughout the 
United States. Tests are made 
to determine which roses to 
recommend to the public. 
The 
organization’s 
new 
booklet. "Roses Are for You,” 
is free. For a copy , write to All- 
America Rose ¡^lections, P.O. 
Box 218 , Shenandoah. Iowa, 
51601. The two selections for 
197 2 were hy brid tea roses 
Apollo, 
a 
soft y ellow, and 
Portrait, a radiant pink. 
Many roses are sold dormant 
w ith 
bare 
roots. 
When 
unwrapped, roots should be 
inspected for dry ing. 
Soak plants in water sev eral 


hours but not more than 24 
hours. Plant as soon as possible. 
Keep roots moist at all times. 
If roses cannot be planted 
im mediately , 
moisten 
the 
packing 
material 
and 
keep 
plants in a cool place. Do not 
hold more than two or three 
day s. 
While bare-root roses should 
be planted early in spring, those 
purchased 
in pots 
may be 
planted much later. The latter 
can easily be held in pots 
outdoors 
until a conv enient 
planting time. 
A good start with proper 
drainage, fertility , and 
pest 
control will insure abundant 
flowers for many y ears.

Apollo 16 went to the lunar 
highlands because they were 
bebeved to be much older than 
the flat lunar maria or seas 
that are filled with volcanic 
flows Tantalyzing bits of quite 
old lunar rocks had been found 
in 
the 
maria, 
apparently 
thrown there from the high­ 
lands. 
The 
Descartes 
Mountains, 
two of which Young and Duke 
visited during their lunar ex­ 
ploration. are bebeved to have 
formed by lava upwelbng from 
within the moon 
At about the same time, or 
perliaps sbghtly later, a great 


storm of meteorites pelted the 
moon. They created sheets of 
finely ground up lunar material 
that flowed across the moon, 
perhaps at speeds of several 
hundred miles an hour. The 
sheets, which weren’t molten, 
settled into the basins between 
the volcanic mountains. 
These 
"fluidized 
sheets” 
formed the Cayley formation, 
the plains on which the lunar 
lander Orion set down. 
Here, however, some of the 
geologists differ. A few bebeve 
the Cayley formation originated 
from molten lava flows instead 
of the fluidized sheets. 
The matter probably will be 
resolved in laboratories when 
the 245 pounds of rocks collect­ 
ed are analyzed 
While Young and Duke prow­ 
led the highlands, crewmate 
Thomas K 
Mattingly II ori- 
bited the moon in the command 
ship Casper manning a battery 
of instruments remotely sur­ 
veying the lunar surface. 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - “It’ll 
never work,” said the movie 
oldtimers when Columbia and 
Warner 
Brothers 
announced 
last August that they would 
combine facilities into one stu­ 
dio. 
But it is working, says Rob­ 
ert Hagel, the man in charge of 
merging the two movie giants. 
“Were ahead of schedule 
and, knock on wood, under 
budget,” he adds. 
The combining of Warner 
Brothers and Columbia was un­ 
precedented. For almost a half- 
century, the two companies, 
like every other major produc­ 
er, maintained their own fully 
staffed studios. With production 
at a low ebb, the old system 
was in drastic need of revamp­ 
ing. 
Hagel, who had beren in 
charge of facilities and oper­ 
ations at Columbia, was chosen 
for the same capacity with Bur­ 
bank Studios, the new name for 
the Warner Brothers lot. 
"Both Columbia Pictures and 
Warner Brothers remain sepa­ 
rate corporations, of course,” 
remarked Hagel. “ They formed 
Burbank Studios as another 
corporation, each owning half. 
The studios will be us^ not 
only by the two companies; 
we re actively seeking inde­ 
pendent producers as well. We 
already have the ‘Bonanza’ 
company as a tenant.”
